This is in response to the Office Action mailed on April 29, 2004 (the "Office Action"). Claims 
1-20 are pending in the application. Claims 1-20 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a). 
More particularly, claims 1-3 and 5-13 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over "Recent Progress in the Development of a Clinically Useful 
Microencapsulated Olfactory Function Test" by Doty et al. (the "RPDOT") in view of WO 
89/00398 of Cotman ("Cotman") and U.S. Patent No. 3,570,139 of Ladd, et al. ("Ladd '139"). 
Claims 1-13 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over the RPDOT 
in view of Cotman and U.S. Patent No. 2,977,689 of Rugland et al. ("Rugland '689"). Claims 
14-20 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over the RPDOT in 
view of Cotman, Ladd '139 and Buschke 5,230,629 ("Buschke '629").
